30A Trolley Ready to Roll 


Sunshine Shuttle and Limousine 
announces commencement of the 
fourth consecutive trolley transit 
season to serve South Walton along 
Scenic Highway 30A. 


Since 2014, Sunshine Shuttle has 
worked to alleviate in-season traffic 
along 30A.

On United, Removing Reluctant 
Passengers Will No Longer Be a Drag

To all our worried United customers: 


Let me assure you I’m way more 
disturbed today than I was a week 
ago, when I first learned about the 
unusual manner in which a passenger 
was taken off a plane at O’Hare 
International Airport in Chicago. 


Some of you complained that my initial 
reaction was insensitive for defending 
the flight crew, saying it properly 
followed our company procedures for 
the “involuntary denial of boarding.” 


Since then, I’ve gone back and re-read 
the employee conduct manual cover to 
cover. It seems I was mistaken. 


I can’t find anything that says it’s 
all right to violently drag a ticketed 
passenger from an aircraft, and give 
his seat to an off-duty crew member. 
The cellphone videos of this incident 
get more distressing every time I see the 
plummeting price of our company stock. 


So I want to promise all our disgruntled 
shareholders—and customers—that 
this type of horrific event will never 
happen again aboard a United flight. 
Starting today, new procedures are 
being put in place to better handle 
these difficult situations. 


The first order of business is amending 
all corporate policy directives to 
eliminate the unfortunate phrase 
“involuntary denial of boarding.” From 
now on, the process will be called 
“humane displacement of reluctant 
travelers.” 


Whenever a flight is overbooked, or we 
need last-minute seats for transiting 
crew members, cabin attendants 
will offer passengers wads of actual 
one-hundred dollar bills—not just 
vouchers—to get off the plane. 


Warm hand towels and bonus bags of 
snacks will be handed to passengers 
who agree to leave, regardless of 
whether they’re seated in first-class or 
coach. Those with peanut allergies can 
trade up for a gourmet Biscoff cookie 
on their way out the door. 


Voluntarily departing passengers will 
also be allowed to take one pillow and 
one in-flight blanket, in case they have 
to spend the night sleeping on the floor 
of the airport. 


We fully expect most customers to 
respond enthusiastically to these new 
displacement incentives. However, in 
the unlikely event we still need a seat 
or two on the plane, special care will be 
taken in the de-boarding of unwilling 
individuals. 


Let me assure you that any person we 
remove will not be selected because 
of race, ethnicity, or body type. 
Furthermore, we'll try our best not to 
separate family members, unless one of 
them is wearing leggings. (Yes, ladies, 
that includes yoga pants). 


Once a passenger has been chosen by 
the crew for removal, a special swift- 
response team will be summoned. The 
team will be led not by airport police, 
but by wildlife officers who are specially 
trained to subdue large mammals. 


A tranquilizer dart will be prepared, its 
dosage based on the estimated weight 
and agility of the recalcitrant passenger. 
The dart will then be administered with 
a muffled air rifle of the type used by zoo 
veterinarians to sedate captive apes, 
panda bears, and large cats.

In our hub cities 
such as Denver and Newark, these 
facilities will offer free Wi-Fi, mood 
lighting, and Starbucks coffee. 


Medical personnel will be on hand 
to supervise disoriented travelers 
until the drug wears off, and they are 
stable enough to roll their carry-on 
bags through the concourse without 
endangering others. 


Upon fully regaining consciousness, 
removed passengers will be asked to 
complete a short survey rating their 
experience. If they happen to be enrolled 
in our award-winning frequent-flyer 
program, we'll automatically elevate 
their membership to Premier Gold 
status. 


And if they should be humanely displaced 
from a future United flight, well bump 
them all the way up to Premier Platinum! 


Look, we know traveling is stressful 
enough without having your face 
bloodied while being booted from the 
plane. What happened at O’Hare will 
never happen again. 


So, please come back to the friendly 
skies. We promise to treat you like a 
panda.

The Day Bill O’Reilly Got Fired

On the day Bill O’Reilly was fired, 
Serena Williams announced she was 
20 weeks pregnant. 


Fans did the math and concluded 
Williams must have had a baby on 
board in January when she won 
her 23rd Grand Slam singles title in 
dominating fashion. That, said TV 
tennis analyst Pam Shriver, made 
Williams’ win “even more spectacular.” 


That same day, director Ava DuVernay 
was basking in news that her 
documentary 13thhad won a prestigious 
Peabody Award. And Chrissy Metz, a 
star of the NBC hit, This Is Us, was 
receiving feedback on a video “letter” she 
posted online to her insecure teenage 
self. “Stop comparing yourself to anyone 
or anything,” she counseled. “We are all 
on our own journey.” 


That day, in other words, women lived 
their unique lives. And Fox “News” 


sent O’Reilly packing for allegedly 
behaving as if they exist solely for his 
gratification. 


O’Reilly, a pugnacious conservative 
who was the mightiest oak in the forest 
of cable news blowhards, was felled 
by a report in The New York Times 
three weeks ago that detailed how Fox 
paid out about $13 million over the 
years to make multiple accusations of 
sexual harassment go away. An uproar 
ensued, and advertisers deserted his 
top-rated program by the dozens. 


Small wonder. The accusations, which 
O'Reilly denies, read like a manual on 
how not to behave in a 21st-century 
workplace. O’Reilly is said to have 
made unwanted advances, tried to 
plant an unwanted kiss and backed 
up his demand for sexual favors by 
making threats or even taking action 
to blunt women’s careers. One woman 
said he called her and described sexual 
fantasies involving her. She said it 
sounded as if he was masturbating. 


This comes at a bad time for Fox. It’s 
been less than a year since chairman 
Roger Ailes left under a similar cloud. 
But in showing O’Reilly the door, the 
network makes a strong statement that 
it has zero tolerance for acts of sexual 
harassment. 


That become public and scare 
advertisers away. 


Otherwise, Fox doesn’t seem to care all 
that much. What else can we infer when 
OReilly was there for two decades, and 
Fox repeatedly chose to paper over his 
alleged misdeeds rather than take action 
to curb his, ahem, enthusiasm? It’s like 
people there think it’s still 1968. Indeed, 
OReilly comes across like a guy who just 
wandered in from one of those old sitcoms 
where the lecherous boss is always 
chasing the secretary around the desk. 


It was a reliable comic trope that felt 
harmless way back when. But then, no 
one ever asked the secretary how she 
felt about it. 
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Give or take a president or two, we men 
don’t behave that way anymore. Or at 
least, we know we're not supposed to. 
Last week’s events suggest that some 
of us have yet to learn. 


On the day O’Reilly was fired, Gail in 
West Palm Beach researched real estate 
for a potential buyer. Georgina in New 
Orleans chased down rats in a property 
she owns. Laura in Hood River, Oregon, 
prepared for breast cancer surgery. 
Lynn drove her semi from Seattle to 
Ontario, California. In Tallahassee, 
Marty trimmed the shrubs. 


In other words, women did what 
they do every day. They lived lives 
of challenge, routine, reward and, 
most important, volition beyond the 
entitlements of men. 


Meanwhile, a man rich and powerful 
and beyond judgment—or so he surely

Laurie Pollpeter Eskenazi has 
worked with clay for over 25 years. 
As a little girl, she was fascinated 
with the items found on and in her 
grandmother’s dresser—old button 
boxes, crazy quilts and hand tatted 
lace. 


Laurie is a graduate of the School 
of the Art Institute of Chicago. Her 
pottery is inspired by the traditional 
needlecrafts made by women in the 
19th and early 20th centuries. Using 
a combination of wheel throwing, coil 
and slab techniques, she transforms 
vintage designs into contemporary 
stoneware. 


The work is somewhat 
spontaneous. She strives for a non- 


manicured organic look by layering 
impressions taken from vintage lace, 
buttons and handmade stamps. 
Influenced by the colors and textures 
found in her travels throughout 
France, Italy, Spain and the rural 
Midwest, her pallet is lush and 
vibrant. 


Laurie is perhaps most notably 
collected for her mastery of glaze 
patterning and critical attention 
to detail. Her work possesses a 
feminine, playful touch that speaks to 
contemporary sensibilities with bits of 
nostalgia woven into each piece. 


Heather Haase is an Atlanta jewelry 
designer known for her unique style 
of incorporating antique and unusual 
gemstones into hand-woven designs 
that result in earthy and organic—yet 
elegant—necklaces, bracelets and 
earrings. 


Ashley Benton is a southern artist 
living in Atlanta. Her work is sensitive, 


serene, sometimes precarious, and a 
bit surreal. Through line, form and 
space, she investigates the figure 
beyond traditional rendering. The 
work seeks to capture the essence, 
emotion or feeling of the subject/ 
object. 


“T want to visually articulate what is 
around us all the time, but we do not 
see or notice until we are reminded,” 
says Ashley. Her paintings are that 
visual reminder and connection back 
to the self. The work often emphasizes 
the unreachable—something that 
cannot be captured or held like 
stories, metaphors and memories in 
a permanent state. 


For Ashley, making art is an attempt 
to make the fleeting more permanent, 
knowing all the while it is not possible, 
making the challenge the process by 
which she can keep going.

And each year, I especially look 
forward to ArtsQuest. ArtsQuest is 
one of the highest quality art festivals 
in the area. It’s juried, which means 
you have to apply to get in and then 
your acceptance is decided by a 
jury of panelists based upon merit. 
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Additionally, ArtsQuest is judged, 
which means cash prizes are awarded 
once the show is set up. 


But mostly I look forward to it because 
of my first ArtsQuest back in 2012. I 
was in the hospital for a few weeks, 
and I had applied to ArtsQuest earlier 
in the year. I didn’t get in. I was 
disappointed but not crushed. There 
would be other shows, I told myself, 
other times to apply. But while I was in 
the hospital I got an email saying I had 
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been accepted via the waiting list for 
ArtsQuest 2012 in Seaside. (The show 
is now held Mother’s Day weekend at 
Grand Boulevard in Sandestin.) 


I was thrilled. The excitement of 
preparing for a show two weeks 
after discharge helped me recover 
my strength and push myself to get 
better so I could exhibit. I completed 
two extra paintings just for the show, 
and it helped me get better and 
believe that I could do good things in 
the festival circuit. I had confidence, 
where before I just felt beaten down 
from being so ill. 


Every year I exhibit at ArtsQuest, I 
feel a bright resurgence and energy 
in knowing Ill be surrounded by great 
quality artists, excellent music and a 
happy, appreciative crowd. 


Every year I anticipate this show, 
knowing it was instrumental in getting 
me through a very rough part of my 
life. 


Every year I look forward to the 
beautiful art shining around me, 
reminding me that art is transformative 
in more than just aesthetic appeal, but 
in its power to change lives.

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The Artist’s Work Ethic 


By Carol Ann Cain 


Try to paint five or six days a week 
for at least three hours per session, 
and keep a consistent time schedule. 


If you are not motivated, just begin 
the painting and you will have 
something to come back to the next 
session. 


Consider your materials. Quality 
matters. 


Never compare yourself to other 
artists, unless it is to study your 
strengths and weaknesses and 
improve on the latter. 


You are not perfect, and your art will 
not be either. 


Follow your instincts, and only follow 
advice consistent with your agenda. 


Teach others. It will help you put 
your ideas/systems into concrete 
thoughts and words. 


If you create several poor works in a 
row, you are probably growing as an 
artist. If you need to, paint what has 
been successful in the past to keep 
your confidence up. Then, return to 
your challenge. 


Appreciating the efforts of another 
artist does not mean you need to like 
his or her work. 


Get rid of your paintings you don’t 
like. I gesso over mine. 


Narrow in on your strengths, medium 
and genre. 


Consider all avenues of selling your 
work—galleries, exhibits, royalties 
and prints. 


Your artist statement should be more 
about the artwork than the artist. 
Explain why someone would want to 
display your work in his or her home.

Jeff Black is no stranger to the area. 
He’s been a regular performer at the 
30A Songwriters Festival, an Escape to 
Create artist in residence, and a long- 
time visitor. On May 19, Black returns 
to the Seaside Repertory Theatre to 
share his songs and the stories behind 
them. 


“Nashville is a great town,” says Black 
of his home. “But we are kind of missing 
something. And that would be the 
beautiful Gulf Coast, that’s for sure.” 


Like many songwriters, Black caught 
the bug at an early age. “I kind of started 
messing around with the guitar when I 
was about 10 maybe, just learning. 


“T think it stems back from stories 
that my dad told me. My grandmother 
played piano in church, and my great- 
granddad played a little guitar, and 
my mom’s cousin played guitar. But 
nobody was really playing music. They 
were playing during the Depression, 
and I think they were trying to get 
something to eat. It wasn’t about 
nurturing some luxury of emotion.”

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Back in Black 


A sixth-grade talent contest solidified 
the notion of a music career. “I got 
up and played ‘Green, Green Grass 
of Home,’ and all the girls screamed 
and everybody thought that was 
something,” says Black. “And that was 
kind of it for me.” 


From there, Black and his guitar 
became inseparable. “I latched onto it 
even tighter because I didn’t want to 
turn around at the end of my life and 
think, Man, I wish I did that. So I’m still 
trying it. I’m still working on it. I don’t 
know if I am ever going to get where 
I really want to go. But I have had so 
many dreams come true now that it 
doesn’t matter anymore.” 


Black’s songs have been recorded by 
Alison Krauss, Waylon Jennings, Sam 
Bush and John Oates, among others. 


A prolific songwriter, Black shares 
unreleased tracks through his Black 
Tuesday podcast, but he takes his 
time when it comes to formulating 
an album. “I’m always writing, all 
the time,” he says. “There were a lot 
of things going on that I had written 
about, that I kind of lost the common 
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thread because I had to turn around 
and rewrite a lot of songs and write 
brand new songs. 


“The storyline in this new album I was 
working on, it got a little crooked. You 
know, I probably write enough to put 
out a couple of records a year, but that 
doesn’t mean that they would be good.” 


Black hopes to have the new album 
released by the end of the year. 


Although Black takes his craft 
seriously, his shows are balanced with 
levity. “Coming from a place of my self- 
deprecating Irish deposition, I am of a 
mind that it’s a beautiful world, it’s a 
good place. That’s how I was raised. 
And then you have to deal with a lot of 
things that do reside in a little darker 
spots. I think ’m okay with going there. 
I know that I have certainly felt my way 
around in the darkness plenty of times 
in my life and have somehow or another 
come out of it. 


“T think you have to know some of those 
things to write about them. I have never 
been one to stand on that soapbox and 
preach, because I am generally a pretty 
happy person down in my core.” 


Black’s advice to songwriters is to find 
your inspiration, and it’s something

he sees coming to life in his teenaged 
children. His daughter has followed in 
his footsteps and is working towards 
releasing her debut album. “She’s 14, 
and she’s a million miles further than I 
was at her age,” says Black. “And nothing 
gives me more joy than to see that. 


“My son is an excellent athlete, and 
he’s doing things that I was never brave 
enough to try as a kid. He works at it 
very hard.” 


Black manages a hectic touring 
schedule, about which he jokes, “It’s a 
damned good thing that I love my job, 
and I figure that I sort of get paid to 
drive more than anything else. That’s 
the only way I can make sense of it, 
because it is a very strange occupation. 


“I am so lucky. I am a very fortunate 
man. I’m able to see the world and drag 
my guitar around with me and share 
some ideas with a lot of likeminded 
folks. You feel like you’re doing 
something good, and that’s a good 
thing these days.”

Panhandle Butterfly House Celebrates 20 Years

They spent the winter months on 
upkeep, using shovels, clippers, spades 
and rakes to trim back, dig out weeds 
and pull poorly performing plants—but 
most importantly, creating a “caterpillar 
garden” filled with the plants the larva 
need to metamorphize from multi-legged 
insects into brightly colored fluttering 
beauties. 


Now, volunteers with the Panhandle 
Butterfly House are in the final stages of 
preparation for opening day on Saturday, 
May 6. The beautifully landscaped 
vivarium, or butterfly habitat, is stocked 
with hibiscus, salvia, lemon coral, 
sage and other plants and flowers, and 
will be filled with hundreds of hungry 
butterflies—which were en route from 
a facility in central Florida just hours 
earlier. 


“The butterflies are cooled to slow 
down their metabolism, and they’re 
placed in little paper sleeves and then 
carefully packed with ice packs and 
shipped overnight (from central Florida) 
through UPS,” explains Mary Derrick, 
extension outreach coordinator with the 
University of Florida’s Institute of Food 
and Agricultural Sciences (UF/IFAS). 


“When that box arrives at the store, they 
immediately call our butterfly wrangler, 
Peggy, and tell her, ‘The butterflies are 
here.’ She comes down and picks them 
up, brings them into the (butterfly 
habitat) and opens them up and releases 
them.” 


The Butterfly House is celebrating its 
20th anniversary this season, which 
runs through Aug. 26. The nonprofit was 
founded by Jack and Fonda Wetherell 
with the goal of increasing awareness 
about butterflies and their importance 
as pollinators in healthy ecosystems. 


District 4 County Commissioner 
Rob Williamson will speak during 
opening ceremonies as well as various 
educational groups. 


“What we are doing this year to celebrate 
is to have more educational events in 
addition to just being open,” Derrick 
says, adding classes such as “Butterflies 
101” and learning how to propagate 
milkweed will be held during the three- 
and-a-half-month period. 


Painted a cheerful yellow, the Butterfly 
House sits at the foot of the Navarre 
Bridge, the grounds themselves filled 
with a cornucopia of plantings such as 
Black-eyed Susans, milkweed, dill and 
fennel, on which the caterpillars feed 
before their big transition.

On opening day, volunteers will place 
several wire mesh-sided boxes inside 
the vivarium, and visitors can watch 
as caterpillars feed on plants that are 
particular to their specific species of 
butterfly. 


“Each species of caterpillar feeds on a 
particular plant. That’s why monarchs 
and milkweed are so linked, because 
monarch caterpillars will only feed on 
milkweed,” says Derrick. “(Females) will 
only lay their eggs on milkweed—not on 
gladiolas or petunias or anything else— 
because that’s what their caterpillars 
can eat.” 


Inside the house itself, one wall features 
a display of mounted butterflies 
from around the world donated by 
Gulf Breeze resident Dr. Tom Grow. 
Tours are available 10 a.m.-3 p.m. 
Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays, 
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and docents tell visitors all about the 
Butterfly House, butterflies in general 
and answer questions about their 
biology, behavior and the particular 
plants they eat in both their larval and 
adult stages. 


A typical tour takes about half an 
hour, but “people can stay as long as 
they want. That’s why we have several 
benches, so people can sit and they can 
linger here, take photographs—they 
can stay as long as they like,” says 
Derrick. “Some people come in and 
out quickly, some people stay for quite 
some time.” 


The facility also hosts pre-scheduled 
group tours for elementary schools, 
4-H clubs, Girl Scouts and Boy Scouts 
and other organizations Mondays- 
Wednesdays. In addition to its seasonal 
opening, volunteers host “Monarch 


Madness” each October to celebrate the 
migration of the Monarch butterflies. 


The Butterfly House operates as a part of 
Santa Rosa Clean Community System, 
Inc., and the UF/IFAS Cooperative 
Extension Service with the support of 
the Florida Master Gardeners, according 
to its web site. 


In 2015, more than 14,000 people from 
48 states, 2 territories and 17 foreign 
countries visited the exhibit, which has 
previously been recognized as the Best 
Horticultural Program in the Nation 
by the National Association of County 
Agricultural Agents.

The “Welcome Home” City Elects Rynearson Mayor 


By Samantha Lambert 


Fort Walton Beach received a new city 
slogan in April 2016—“The Welcome 
Home City.” In March, the city elected 
a new mayor, Dick Rynearson, who 
was sworn in April 1 after serving two 
terms on the city council. 


Rynearson and his family arrived in 
Fort Walton Beach in 1981. The Ohio 
native graduated from Kent State 
University in 1967 with a Bachelor’s 
Degree in Aerospace Technology. He 
served 11 years in the United States 
Air Force as a pilot and missile test 
engineer. Rynearson also served a 
tour in Vietnam as a C-7A aircraft 
commander and instructor pilot, along 
with two tours in Guam as a B-52G 
aircraft commander flying missions 
over Southeast Asia. 


Rynearson’s combat service resulted 
in his being awarded the Air Medal 
with seven oak leaf clusters, the 
Distinguished Flying Cross and the 
Silver Star. After his military service, 
he joined Hughes Aircraft Company/ 
Raytheon as a missile systems test 
engineer. In 1995, he earned a 
Master’s Degree in Business from 
Troy University. Rynearson retired from 
Raytheon in 2005. 


“The Welcome Home City” has so many 
places for visitors to see. “Take time 
to enjoy the downtown area,” says 
Rynearson. “There are many shops 
and restaurants downtown along with 
the Landing Park, the Indian Temple 
Mound Museum, and the Gulfview 
Hotel which was built in 1906. 


“The Emerald Coast Science Center is 
located on Memorial Parkway close to 
Highway 98. We have a great recreation 
center on Jet Drive that offers a special 
rate for visitors. Don’t forget about the 
Bud and Dorie Day Patriots Trail in 
honor of Vietnam War hero Bud Day 
and his wife.” 


Fort Walton Beach Landing Park on 
Brooks Street offers concerts and 
movies during the spring and summer 
seasons. Residents and visitors can 
bring lawn chairs and coolers and enjoy 
the sights and sounds. 


“The council applied for BP oil spill 
money two years ago for a project to 
improve the Landing, and we were 
approved for funding,” says Rynearson. 
“BP has paid the feds, the feds have 
paid the state of Florida, and we are 
now waiting on the state to release the 
money.” Plans for improvement include 
the building of a natural amphitheater 
and a stage over the water. 
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Rynearson is excited about the growth 
and direction the city of Fort Walton 
Beach is taking. The mayor and city 
council meet once a year for strategic 
planning. The appearance of properties 
within the city limits was discussed 
at the most recent strategic planning 
session and is a major priority for the 
council. There are strong property 
ordinances in the city to deal with 
abandoned and dilapidated buildings 
and unkempt properties. 


“The city bends over backwards to 
help residents and business owners 
with keeping their properties up,” 
says Rynearson. “We have two code 
enforcement officers who processed 
1,460 cases in 2015 and 2016 alone. 
The goal of code enforcement is always 
compliance. Citizens need to know 
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that levying fines or liens is a last 
resort.” 


He points out that the city leaders 
want residents, business owners and 
community partners to take pride in 
where they live. Beautification is a 
shared responsibility. Fort Walton Beach 
is a beautiful place to live, work and play. 


“We are seeing established neighborhoods 
being improved as developers buy and 
tear down older homes and build new 
ones in their place. If we are not growing, 
we're dying.” 


As far as a second bridge connecting 
Fort Walton Beach to Destin, Rynearson 
notes that it would have to be a toll 
bridge. That is a directive from the 
Florida Department of Transportation. 


The state will, however, replace the 
Brooks Bridge from Fort Walton Beach to 
Okaloosa Island without imposing a toll. 


“We may be inconvenienced during the 
construction phase, but we have been 
reassured there will always be four 
lanes open for traffic throughout the 
process,” says Rynearson. 


Rynearson and wife Janey (the owner 
of PS Gifts in Fort Walton Beach) have 
four children and 10 grandchildren, all 
of whom reside in Fort Walton Beach. 
The Rynearsons spend much of their 
time attending all types of events in 
the city including their grandchildren’s 
sports activities.

Dine on the Beach, Cool Breezes Included 


After an interval of over-scheduling 
that had required me to do several 
reviews alone, I was happy I could take 
my wife and our daughter Grace (the 
Tiny Diner) along with me to eat at Surf 
Hut. Located on Scenic 98 (“Old 98” to 
us longtime residents), Surf Hut is right 
on the Gulf, with a nice big parking 
lot (thank goodness south Walton is 
getting real about parking), and plenty 
of space for casual drinking, snacking 
and inside dining. You can sit out front, 
sit inside, head out to a patio, or do like 
one couple I saw—just stroll in barefoot 
and sandy from the beach to pick up a 
beverage to go from the bar. 


As the name indicates, it is a hut—a 
rather big one, with wide open spaces, 
expansive windows, and plenty of view 
of the white beaches out the back. 
We ate there early on a weekend, and 
scored a nice four-top next to a window. 
It was breezy, the shutter was up, and 
we put our condiments and utensils 
to good use holding stuff down from 
the occasional mild gust. I’m not 
complaining, though, the weather was 
gorgeous. The decor is casual but clean 
and shiny, with lots of polished wood 
and nautical bric-a-brac to keep the 
beachy vibe going. 


The menu is big, offering a variety 
of choices from land and sea that 
pretty much hits every base. There 
are appetizers, soups and salads, a 
“create your own catch” with regular 
and daily specials, fried seafood, house 
specialties, shish kabobs, smokehouse 
items, sandwiches, and tacos. 


There’s also a drinks menu featuring 
tall and short beverages (the fruity, 
umbrella-bedecked kind) frozen drinks, 
mojitos, assorted cocktails, and wine. 
And, of course, beer. 
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We ordered a sharing starter of peel- 
and-eat shrimp. We got 12—large sized, 
chilled and with a sweet, fresh flavor. 
Other app choices included oysters 
on the half-shell (priced by the oyster, 
minimum of three), deep fried sweet 
and spicy pickles (a change from the 
traditional dill), open-faced barbecue 
sliders, fried mozzarella, fried calamari, 
shrimp and crab dip, smoked snapper 
dip, fried shrimp and oysters, and fried 
crab claws. There’s also gumbo, and 
salads that can be converted to meals 
with chicken or seafood. 


At six, my daughter has long since 
stopped eating from mommy and 
daddy’s plate, and I was impressed 
with the size and value of the butterfly 
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shrimp dinner she ordered. For $7.99 
she got 24 mid-sized shrimp and a fruit 
cup, and they did not look or taste like 
shrimp from a freezer bag. It would 
have made a respectable lunch for a 
grownup (but it’s just for kids). 


I had checked out the menu online 
before we went, and I was interested in 
the shish kabobs. There are three kinds 
- chicken, shrimp, and beef tenderloin, 
or a “Big Kahuna” platter of all three 
with rice and black bean salsa. I got 
the latter. It’s not something you see 
all that often. 


My wife, who loves grouper, ordered a 
fried grouper sandwich with fries and 
slaw. The other fish choice of the day 
was amberjack, and I saw cobia listed 
on the blackboard, but it changed, so 
maybe they were out that day. 


My wife’s sandwich sported a large hunk 
of grouper, crisp fried and greaseless, 
simple but flawlessly executed. The 
three kabobs were jammed with their 
respective meats, interspersed with 
caramelized chunks of onion and sweet 
red pepper. The beef was sauced with 
parsley-garlic chimichurri, the chicken 
(looked like thighs, much better for 
grilling) with teriyaki, and the shrimp 
with Polynesian sweet chili sauce. 
There was more rice than I could finish, 
but I left not a scrap of the kabobs. The 
beef was done medium rare, as asked 
and ordered. 


Other menu choices included catch of 
the day with choice of sauces, mashed 
potatoes and vegetable, fried shrimp, 
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scallops, oysters or a combo (with fries), 
shrimp and grits, fried shrimp stuffed 
with crabmeat and bacon, ribeye, 
seared grouper with lump crab, snow 
crab legs, smoked barbecue ribs on 
their own or with sides of shrimp or 
kabobs, a hamburger, grilled chicken 
or fried shrimp sandwiches, and 
“shoreline tacos” with pulled pork, 
grilled fish, blackened shrimp or a 
combo. 


My wife and TD took a brief walk onto 
the beach, and they returned to see a 
slice of traditional style key lime pie. 
Like the grouper sandwich, it was a 
homey and flavorful local treat. TD’s 
verdict was succinct: “I’d like to live 
here.”
